The Fortifications of IHcllmoml--Tu- 
tcrestlng Description of tile Rebel 
Defenses in aud aronmt the City. 


The Baltimore correspondent of the New 


York Herald writes: 


I learned to-day, from a source entitled to 


implicit credit, the following facts relating 
to the defenses of Richmond. The subject 
of defending the city has been before the 
people for a period extending back many 
months before the commencement of the 
war. 
It was one to which Henry A. Wise 


gave much of his attention while governor 
of the stale, and the appropriation of half 
a million of dollars from the slate treasury 
for the fortification of the York river, though 
not passed during his administration, was 
brought forward by him, and zealously urg- 
ed by his friends. 
It is believed that if 


Richmond ig attacked by General Butler it 
will be by troops brought up the York riv- 
er. Persona not acquainted with the to- 
pography of the country, and looking on a 
map, 
would suppose that troops could nail 


much easier and nearer by coming up James 
river, as the cily is situated on that stream. 
But such is not the case. The James river 
is navigable even above Richmond, but its 
course below that city is .tortuous, and the 
channel i's not deep. Batteries have been 
erected upon it, however, in anticipation of 
a possible attempt to pass it. The York 
river, on the other hand, is a broad and 
deep stream until about twenty miles from 
:he city, where there is an excellent place 
:br the disembarkation of troops. From 
this place to Richmond there is an exelient 
vagou road, and two other roads much iu- 
'erior and little used, yet capable of being 
of service in case it was desired to advance 
upon Richmond in three columns. 


To render the York river, then, impnssi- 


>le to a fleet of hostile vessels was the first 
care of the Virginians ; to this end a care- 
ul survey of the river was made oti both 
sides. 
The right hank of the river, being 


lilly, afforded the bust places fur batteries, 
md accordingly there are some fifteen or 
ixteen, all on commanding positions on 
hat side of the river. 
The left bank ol't.bu 


iver is lower, and in many coses thr; na- 
ure of the soil is such that, it in iinpractiea- 
jle to plant a single gun for intervals of 
ive miles; but in many other places, where 
bese disadvantages do not exist, there are 
Jatteries having guns of long range, to ob- 
•iate their small number. 
Most of these 


alter batteries are completely masked. 
In 


ioth cases the batteries are mounted with 
j-uns of the heaviest calibre, and there are 
hot aud shell provided in abundance. 
Iu 


'tie or two instances there is said to be n 
urnace for heatiug red hot shot. At pres- 
ent these batteries are well manned, am" 
the gunners have been diligently (rained 
If we may judge of their proficiency by thai 
of the gunners at the battery at Acquit 
Creek, our forces may expact some hot wori 
on their passage up York river. 


The place of landing, a short distance be 


low the lillle village of West Point, is a 
broad and level piece of ground, but at the 
distance of three-quarters of a mile there 
is a range of low hills, on which are plant 
ed the first land batteries. These are rnoun 
ted with rifled cannon aud coltimbiads. am: 
it is supposed will render the landing of auy 
considerable force a work of some danger. 
The country between this point and Rich 
rriond is moderately rolling aud there are 
two well defined ranges of hills. 
The three 


roads above referred to pass over or defile 
through these hills. They are not of any 
great elevation, but sufficiently so to enable 
artillery planted on them to sweep the roads 
for a considerable distance. On these two 
ranges of hills other batteries have bet-n 
planted, and these are regarded as among 
the main defenses of the ci»y. 


On the eastern outskirts of the citv an 


earthwork intrcuchment has been thrown 
up, strengthened, of course, by a ditch, and 
this completes the defenses on that side. 
These defenses were (all except the last) 
completed before the arrival of Jeff. Davis 
but he has carefully inspected them all, and 
considers them amply sufficient for the se- 
curity of the place. 


Against an attack ' from the north there 


tiave not been many preparations made near 
the city. It is the opiuion'of Jeff. Davis, 
freely expressed, that the lire of the Mnnas- 
sas Gap railroad will be successfully held, 
arid as long as that is held, Richmond, ol 
course, is safe. But in the contingency of 
a possible defeat there, another stand will 
be made at Fredericksburg, which has been 
fortified with earthworks and strong batter- 
ies. 


This will be Jefl'.'s second defensive line, 


extending from Acquia Creek to Ctilpepper; 
and on this line, even now, 
he has concen- 


trated 15,000 men, in addition to the 30,000 
extended from Manassas Gap Junction to 
Strasburg. 


But to return to Richmond. .Surveys 


have been made all along the line of the 
railroad from Fredericksburg, for the best 
places for defensive operations, and in some 
places stakes have been driveu to mark 
them, but no intrenchments have been 
thrown up or batteries planted, except im- 
mediately north of Richmond, where there 
is an intrenchment simili-.r to that on.the 
east side. 
There are twenty thousand 


troops in Richmond, at the various fortifica- 
tions east of it, and down the York river.

that of death. The Charleston Mercury 
pronounces woe upon the " euemy " if a 
single man of this crew is injured. 
They 


mean bj this that they will retaliate upon 
the prisoners taken upon the land. 
Never- 


theless the privateers will probably behurig. 


The Movements In Virginia. 


The United States forces under Colonel 


Stone having occupied Leesburg, and as 
Gen. Patterson's division was to follow im- 
mediately, it does not seem possible that 
the Harper's Ferry rebels can unite with 
the confederate force? at Manassas Junc- 
tion. 
Leesburg is not more than forty 


miles from Winchester, and within fifteen 
miles of Manassas Gap raiiroad, over which 
the enemy must pass, if they reach the 
Manassas Junction, if they are too late to 
do this, they must continue up the Shenan- 
doah valley from Winchester to Station, 
and reach Sichmond in that way. 
It is a 


hundred miles to Stanton, the nearest rail- 
road station from Winchester on the road 
to Richmond. It will be a long march, and 
possibly on the way they may be overtaken 
by Col. Lander who was, at last accounts, 
hurrying on from the west with a force of 
5,000 troops. It is probable that the whole 
confederate forces in northern Virginia 
will retire upon Richmond without giving 
battle. 


Seceaftlou Xot a ]Ve-w Project. 


Some imagine that the southern states 


would not have revolted if Lincoln had not 
been elected. Such, however, is not the 
belief of eminent statesmen. The latter 
years of Mr. Benton's life was a continued 
contest with the nullifiers, whom he charg- 
ed with an intention of breaking up the 
government. 
Such was the belief of Gen. 


Houston, who made war upon the cSisunion- 
ists of Texas, until they drove him from 
Dower, and now he seccumbs to the con- 
spiracy which he could not prevent. 


Edward Everett in a private letter,which 


is published in the New York World, de- 
clares his knowledge of the fact that for 
thirty years leading southern politicians 
had been resolved to break up the Union, 
and that the slavery question was but a 
pretext for keeping up agitation and hold- 
ing the south together. Mr. Everett admits 
that the knowledge of this fact was the se- 
cret of his political course, by which he had 
lost power and influence at the north, for 
the sake of strengthening the hands of patri- 
otic Union men at the south. 


The World also says that it is informed 


from a trustworthy source that one of the 
latest occupations of Judge Douglas was 
the partial preparation of a pamphlet ex- 
posing the secret machinations, and public 
plans of this great southern conspiracy. 
. 


The great mistake of northern statesmen 


has been that they thought this rebellion 
could be prevented by yielding to the de- 
mands of the conspirators. 
All should 


have foreseen that the time would come at 
last, when conciliation and compromise must 
come to an end, for those who demanded it 
would never be satisfied until they had 
wrested from the constitution the last ves- 
tige of liberty. 


The election of Mr. Lincoln was only the 


opportunity, not-the cause of the civil war. 
The southern rebels have desired a pretext 
for thirty years, says Mr. Everett, and such 
was tie belief of many others who had op-, 
portunities of knowing the designs and deep 
laid plots, which have resulted in the pres- 
ent war. Its magnitude, and the far reach- 
ing plans, involving so much concerted 
treason in the army and navy, and the .vast 
preparations which they have made, show 
conclusively that they commenced the plot 
long before Mr. Lincoln was thought of as 
a candidate for the presidency, and before 
the formation of the republican party. The 
idea that the great rebellion was caused by 
events happening within a few months past 
is absurd. 


Adi* SORTS OF PARAGRAPHS. 


The Philadelphia Press announces that 


Lieut. Slammer was appointed a major in 
the regular army a few days since. 
This 


is an appointment eminently fit to be made. 


The fruit crop in New England, accord- 


ing to accounts from various quarters, will 
ba small this year. 


The English journals announce the death 


at Helsiugfors, Finland, of a man who was 
one hundred and thirty-two years old. 


The Richmond Enquirer proposes to sub- 


stitute c"rr. meal for flour in the confeder- 
ate soldiers' rations. 
Supplies seem to be 


getting short. 


A court martial, convened at Carlisle 


barracks recently, sentenced three captured 
deserters to be flogged, branded and drum- 
med out of the serviee. They were tied up 
to .gun carriages, received thirty lashes each, 
and were then escorted out cf the garrison, 
in presence of the entire command, to the 
tune of the ''''Rogue's March." 


The postmaster general is preparing a 


new style of stamp and stamped envelopes 
to take the place of the old, of which large 
quantities remain in the hands of rebel 
postmasters unaccounted for.

Speech of Col. Fremont. 


The following, is the speech of Col. J. C. 


Fremont, delivered at a grand Union gath- 
ering' of loyal Americans at Paris' on the 
30th of May. It breathes the spirit of a 
true patriot, and will be read with pleasure 
by the numerous friends of the gallant sol- 
dier who uttered them : 


Mr. President, Ladies, and Gentlemen— 


I am deeply sensible to'the warm and flat; 
tering expressions of confidence and regard 
with which I havejvist been honored, and 
still more deeply sensible to your kind ap- 
proval of them. 
They are very grateful to 


me, and I thank you very sincerely. But 
you will be very sure that I do not receive 
them as due to myself; I am conscious 
that I owe them to the partiality of frien3- 
ship and to that sort of attachment which 
a soldier always feels for the banner under 
which he has fought.

And they havo 
come among us here, and with habitual el- 
oquence, to convey to our true-hearted coun- 
trymen at home the assurance of our unal- 
terable devotedness to the country, and our 
unbounded admiration of the generous loy- 
alty with which they rallied to its calls.— 
(Cueers.) 
A few days 'back our honored 


ti&f was trailing in the dust at the foot of 
anlnsolent foe ; at present its stars are_re- 
fulgent from a thousand heights, swarming 
with brave hearts and strong arms in its 
defence. 
(Applause.) 
We drink to them 


to-day, our brave and loyal countrymen.— 
(Renewed cheers.) 
Faithfully, too, have 


our scattered people responded to them, 
from Italy, from England, and from France. 
Well have they shown they too can cross 
the seas and change their hearts. 
(Loud 


cheering.) I am glad that a happy chance 
has brought me to participate with you 
here on this occasion. Here in this splen- 
did capital in a great nation, where near by 
us'the same tombstone records the blended 
names of Washington and Lafayette, I feel 
that I breathe a sympathetic air. 
(Hear, 


hear.) 
France is progress, and lam happy 


to believe that here we shall not see a peo- 
ple false to their traditionary policy. (Loud 
applause.) 
From here we shall see no 


strong hand stretched out to arrest the 
march of civilization, and aid in throwing 
back a continent into barbarism. We ex- 
pect nowhere active co-operation, but we 
look for the sympathy which the world gives 
a good cause. 
We are willing to work out 


our own destiny, and make our own history. 
Before this struggle closes, the world will 
recognise that enlightened liberty is self- 
sus'taining, and that a people who have once 
fully enjoyed its blessings will never con- 
sent to part with them. We have depreca- 
ted this war, fratricidal and abominable ; 
most gladly would we welcome back our 
people if they would return to their allegi- 
ance. 
We shall not permit them to dishon- 


or our flag, and desecrate our sacred graves. 
(Hear, ^hear.) 
They cannot be permitted 


to dismember our counrry and destroy our 
nationality. 
(Hear.hear.) 
Weshall main- 


tain these in their fjllest integrity, -in the 
face of every evil and at every hazard.— 
Above every consideration is our country— 
we have learned to love it—one and indi- 
visible—(loud acclamations)—now and for- 
ever, and so we shall maintain it: we will 
do our duty loyally, and we will make no 
compromise with treason, and no surrender 
to rebellion. 
(Long continued cheering.)

FREDERICK, June 14. 


Alter a thorough examination into the 


thousand rumors about Harper's Ferry, we 
find that word came to the rebels yesterday 
that the United States troops would be in 
ou them and bombard the town Thursday 
night. 
Preparations 
were immediately 


made for evacuation. 
All the provisions 


and baggage were taken to the Winchester 
railroad. Word was sent he_re last ni<*ht 
to the Baltimore delegation of the.intended 
evacuation. There were 2,000 troops on 
the Maryland side. They crossed over to 
Harper's Ferry last night. Six hundred of 
them were Kentuckians. There were ru- 
mors of their being disaffected and wishing 
to join the federal army, but they were over- 
powered by numbers and compelled to fall 
in. All the ears were taken tip with bag- 
gage and no soldiers were allowed to ride. 
Three car-loads of cotton were thrown into 
the river. 
No provisions were wasted ex- 


cept fresh meat. Tlie soldiers commenced 
to march at daylight. Tho railroad bridge 
was fired at 4 a. m., and all destroyed but 
the span on the Virginia side, which was 
saved because its loss would have destroyed 
the hotel adjoining it; which belongs to a 
good secessionist. Tho abutments 
and 


piers remain good. 


At 4 p. m. the government buildings were 


still burning and several houses. The peo- 
ple are trying to save their houses by keep- 


L; the roofs wet. 
Thiire were about 12,000 rebels there as 


near as we can tell. A large quantity of 
fresh meat was left ou the top of the hill, 
and the buzzards are gathering in Bocks.— 
All the Union men, within a circuit of ma- 
ny miles, were robbed of their horses, wag- 
ons, cattle and slaves. A perfect panic was 
raging among the troops, who expected 
every minute to be overtaken by Lincoln's 
hordes. 


The report of men being hung we can- 


not find confirmation of, and are assured it 
is not correct. 
The men are all poor and 


have families at Martinsburg. They joined 
the company at the time of the John 
Brown excitcmnt, and are Union men. 


The rebels at Leesburg fired the railroad 


depot and destroyed a number of engines 
and cars, and (led into Virginia last night.

The principal—nay, the only iin- 
porlantlnatl mines in the United States are 
in Missouri, Illinois and Wisconsin, and from 
these iheAmerican demand for thisvaluable 
and necessary mineral is supplied.

ceded states, and, as the war progresses, the 
want of material for making bullets will be 
seriously felt by the secessionists.
